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YOUNG  MAN  THOREAU 
Richard  Lebeaux, 
Michigan  State  University 


Focusing  primarily  on  the  period  between  Thoreau's 
graduation  from  Harvard  in  1837  and  the  beginning 
of  the  Walden  experiment  in  1845,  Richard  Lebeaux 
argues  that  Thoreau  had  a  fatefully  prolonged 
adolescence  (or  "moratorium")  and  a  troubled 
young  adulthood  before  emerging  as  "great  man" 
at  Walden  and  in  Walden. 

Making  use  of  Eriksonian  psychology  and  inter- 
disciplinary approaches,  the  author  traces  the  com- 
plex and  painful  process  by  which  Thoreau's 
identity  was  achieved.  In  a  society  rushing  toward 
commercialism  and  materialism,  the  quest  for 
identity  was  especially  difficult  for  young  men  of 
"genius  and  virtue"  such  as  Thoreau.  And  his 
strained  relationships  with  his  family— especially 
with  his  brother  John— intensified  his  problems. 
Lebeaux's  analysis  helps  to  explain  the  develop- 
ment of  Thoreau's  "militant"  independence,  his 
aversion  to  conventional  success,  his  sense  of 
specialness  and  need  for  purity,  as  well  as  his 
search  in  Concord  for  a  "great  man"  to  emulate, 
and  for  an  ideology  and  identity  to  embrace. 
His  brother's  untimely  death  in  1842  forced 
Thoreau  to  work  out  guilt  and  grief,  and  precipi- 
tated a  long  "winter  of  discontent."  Finally,  during 
the  Walden  experiment,  Thoreau  came  as  close  as 
he  ever  would  to  achieving  a  satisfying  identity.  In 
a  brilliant  conclusion,  Lebeaux  suggests  that 
Thoreau's  Walden  experience  and  his  book  pro- 
vided America  with  the  archetype,  in  deed  and 
word,  of  a  psychosocial  moratorium.

Ruth  V.  Hemenway  (1894-1974)  left  her  father's 
farm  in  Williamsburg,  Massachusetts  to  study 
medicine  in  Boston.  In  1924,  three  years  after 
graduating  from  Tufts  Medical  School,  she  accepted 
a  position  from  the  Methodist  Women's  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions  to  direct  a  100-bed  hospital  for 
women  in  Mintsing,  Fukien,  warlord-dominated 
China. 

Based  on  diaries  kept  by  Dr.  Hemenway  through- 
out two  critical  decades  in  China  before  the  Com- 
munist Revolution,  this  memoir  provides  a  poign- 
ant picture  of  rural  China  in  the  years  preceding 
and  during  the  Nationalist  Revolution. 
Beyond  the  importance  of  her  observations  on 
revolutionary  China,  the  memoir  is  a  profoundly 
human  and  personal  document.  It  is  a  portrait  of  a 
dedicated,  courageous  doctor  who  believed  in  the 
strength  and  spirit  of  the  agrarian  Chinese.  A 
strong-willed,  iconoclastic  New  Englander  who 
pragmatically  chose  the  role  of  medical  mission- 
ary as  the  only  way  to  fulfill  her  dream  of  serving 
the  Chinese,  Dr.  Hemenway's  memoir  does  not 
reflect  the  typical  views  of  proselytizing  Western 


missionaries.  Her  understanding  that  China's  salva- 
tion lay  in  the  common  people  with  whom  she 
worked  was  a  remarkable  insight  for  one  relatively 
innocent  about  the  nature  of  Chinese  politics. 
The  text  is  illuminated  by  Dr.  Hemenway's  own 
water  colors  of  scenes  from  the  memoir.

Rene  Depestre  is  a  black  Haitian  poet  and  a  Marx- 
ist, who  has  lived  in  Cuba  since  1959.  This  volume 
includes  the  first  major  translation  of  his  most 
important  collection  of  poetry  with  a  critical 
introduction.

Her  commentary  is  based  on  rare  docu- 
ments as  well  as  on  field  work  in  Haiti,  where  she 
was  able  to  talk  with  Voodoo  priests  and  observe 
their  secret  rites.  The  text  includes  a  complete 
bibliography  of  Depestre's  works,  plus  a  selection 
on  negritude,  Haitian  culture,  Voodoo,  and  Afri- 
can philosophy.

This  study  of  Robert  Desnos— French  surrealist 
poet,  "dream  writer,"  critic— introduces  to  the 
English-reading  public  one  of  the  foremost  repre- 
sentatives of  the  French  surrealist  movement.  Dr. 
Caws  presents  Desnos  within  the  framework  of  his 
surrealist  contemporaries,  then  examines  his  criti- 
cism, his  theoretical  work  on  the  cinema,  and  the 
two  novels  and  poetry  he  wrote  before  disassoci- 
ating himself  from  surrealism  in  1929. 
Using  historical  scholarship  and  linguistic  analysis, 
Dr.  Caws  skillfully  interprets  Desnos's  style  and 
surrealistic  images.

Remembered  primarily  for  his  monumental  his- 
tories of  France  and  the  French  Revolution,  Jules 
Michelet  was  also  a  luminary  of  French  Romanti- 
cism, a  philosopher,  naturalist,  and  poet  who 
attempted  to  develop  a  spiritual  philosophy  of 
humanity  to  replace  Christianity  and  confirm  the 
principles  of  the  French  Revolution.

These  in  turn  are  related  to  his  social  inquiries,  or 
educational  books  such  as  The  People,  Woman, 
Love,  Our  Sons,  and  the  histories.  Several  critical 
methods— history  of  ideas,  analysis  of  ideology, 
phenomenology  of  imagination,  stylistic  analysis, 
and  some  biographical  information— are  utilized  to 
elucidate  the  "artist-historian's"  nature  mysticism 
and  religion  of  humanity. 

An  appendix  containing  the  first  translation  of 
Michelet's  "intellectual  autobiography  and  a  last 
testament,"  the  famous  Preface  of  1869  to  the 
History  of  France,  provides  the  reader  with  an 
opportunity  to  discover  Michelet's  system  first- 
hand.

Originally  published  in  London  in  1634  and  re- 
issued in  1635  and  1639,  New  England's  Prospect 
was  the  first  book  to  provide  reliable  first-hand 
information  about  the  New  World.  It  remains  a 
classic  in  its  field  as  a  contribution  to  natural 
history,  ethnology,  and  as  an  example  of  early 
American  descriptive  and  promotional  literature. 
The  subtitle  accurately  reflects  its  contents  and 
purpose:  "A  true,  lively,  and  experimental  descrip- 
tion of  that  part  of  America,  commonly  called 
New  England:  discovering  the  state  of  that  country, 
both  as  it  stands  to  our  new-come  English  planters; 
and  to  the  old  native  inhabitants,  laying  down 
that  which  may  both  enrich  the  knowledge  of  the 
mind-travelling  reader  or  benefit  the  future  voyager." 
Unlike  most  of  his  contemporaries,  Wood  focused 
directly  on  the  natural  environment  and  its  in- 
habitants. With  equal  care  he  described  the  major 
Indian  tribes  of  the  area.  His  observations  of 
Indian  life  went  beyond  the  usual  concentration 
on  government,  religion,  and  war  to  describe  such 
features  of  daily  life  as  diet,  dress,  recreation,  the 
role  of  women,  and  hunting  and  fishing  techniques. 
Written  in  an  era  of  ponderous  prose,  New  England's 
Prospect  is  remarkably  succinct  and  direct.  Wood's 
intent  was  to  ensure  that  his  readers  "reap  delight, 
if  they  can  get  no  profit." 
Long  out  of  print,  this  first  modern  edition  is 
based  on  the  1635  edition  as  corrected  by  the 
author.  Professor  Vaughan  has  expertly  modern- 
ized and  annotated  the  text  for  contemporary 
readers.

During  the  last  years  of  his  life  A.N.  Prior  was 
working  on  a  book  to  be  entitled  "Worlds,  Times 
and  Selves,"  a  volume  concerned  with  the  inter- 
play between  modal  or  tense  logic  and  quantifica- 
tion theory.  Prior  wanted  to  demonstrate  that 
modal  and  tense  logics  could  stand  on  their  own, 
and  that  talk  of  possible  worlds  or  instants  could 
be  analyzed  within  them  rather  than  the  other  way 
around.  Only  the  first  chapter  was  completed;  for 
other  chapters,  incomplete  notes  were  left.  Kit 
Fine  has  integrated  these  unpublished  drafts  with 
some  of  Prior's  published  papers  to  produce  a 
coherent  statement.  Fine  concludes  with  a  lengthy 
postscript  in  which  he  details  the  proposal  for 
explaining  instants  and  possible  worlds  within  tense 
or  modal  logic.

fruits.  In  addition,  Dr.  Thimann  discusses  the 
chemical  structure  of  known  hormones  and  in- 
hibiting substances,  and  reviews  the  present  body 
of  knowledge  about  their  action  mechanism  at  the 
cellular  level. 

Included  are  chapters  on  such  topics  as  the  history 
of  plant  hormone  research,  geotropism,  photo- 
tropism,  chemical  aspects  of  the  auxins,  differen- 
tiation and  plant  tissue  cultures,  and  cell  enlarge- 
ment and  growth.  Two  hundred  and  seventy-five 
figures  complete  the  volume.
